Signal School To 


End This Saturday 


Army Men Trained In 
Teletypewriter Use Here 


(The following account of the 
communications school in Andover 
is an official release from the Of- 
fice of the Signal Corps in 
Washington. Presence of such 
trainees here has been more or 
less an open secret for the past 
few months, and this is the first 
authoritative account of the train- 
ing program that has been given.) 


Once more, as they did during 
Revolutionary and Civil War days, 
the hallowed walks of 165~-year old 
Phillips Academy at Andover, Mass- 
assachusets resound to the march 
of tramping feet. This time the 
marching feet are those of a class 
of Army Service Forces Signal 
Corps enlisted men who are being 
trained in the intricacies of tele- 
typewriter maintenance. 

Chosen from among those who 
have completed their basic mili- 
tary training and who have shown 
promise during a fundamental 
course in teletypewriter repair, the 
Signal Corps soldiers are housed 
housed and fed in Graves Hall of 
the Academy. Their class rooms 
are situated in the administration 
building of the American Woolen 
Company about a mile from their 
quarters.

This specialized Signal Corps 
training is conducted by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company.The Signal Corps pro- 
vides the equipment. 

The program opened March 31, 
and will be brought to a close Sat- 
urday. It consists of a series of 
eight-week courses with about 25 
men in each class, Graduates of 
the course will qualify as ‘“fore- 
men” for teletypewriter mainte- 
nance crews. Twelve students of 
each class who seem best fitted 
will receive additional training for 
three and a half weeks and will be 
graduated as “supervisors.” 

The teletypewriter is one of the 
basic means of Army communica- 
tions, It is used with the wire or 
radio circuits and has a top trans- 
mission ‘speed of about 75 words 
a minute. Typing on one machine, 
will cause the keys on another ma- 
chine which may be thousands of 
miles away, to strike out a mes- 
sage. 

Signal Corps students have the 
use of the facilities of the Acad- 
emy. These include the library, 
art gallery, and the playing fields. 

Phillips Academy is the oldest 
boarding school in America and is 
one of the two largest in the 
country. It stands on its original 
site, and has a student body rep- 
resenting forty-three states and 
eleven foreign countries. The Bell 
Tower, erected in memory of the 
school’s 75 World War I dead, 
stands on what is known as the 
Training Field, so called because 
during both the Revolutionary and 
the Civil War it was used as a drill 
ground for students. It was also on 
this field that George Washington, 
who sent a nephew and eight grand 
nephews to the Academy, addres- 
sed the body in 1873. 

Paul Revere designed the seal 
of the Academy and John Han- 
cock signed its act of incorpora- 
tion.
